g overnment, so far as’Jh e aame is 
usually entrusted to^i County org an­ 
ization. 
This org anization includes 
a Board of Commissioners, a Sheriff, 
a Treasurer, a County Auditor, and 
the usual deputies, and court officers, 
necessary to*fjjHg curry on the org an­ 
ization of 
Counties or­ 
g anized fully 
are req uired 
to provide a co urt, house, 
county 
offices, a jail, and to fully provide 
for the running of the courts of the 
coiuftj. 
On the 
hand, counties which 
are “eetsb lp led” only, or unorg an 
ized, appear to have very limited 
powers, aod as org anized counties, 
have no powers ex cept thoee clearly 
g iven by the statute, it follows that 
counties that a rt only established as 
to bonndariae, have no implied pow­ 
ers whatever. 
So far as org anized 
counties are concerned, the m atter 
has been ex pressly adjudicated up- 
ou by the Supreme Court of Minne­ 
sota, announcing the principle as I 
have stated. 
(Rog er v. Board of 
County Commissioners L eSsur Co. 
59 N. W. Rep. 488) From this it fol­ 
lows that thsre must be positive ex - 
piess authority for tha County Board 
of Casa County to create a debt, be­ 
fore it is authorized to fand one, and 
I have oarefully ex amined all the 
atatuee, which I can find, bearing on 
tha powers of any unorg anized coun­ 
ties. 
For ex ample, Section 125 of 
Chapter 11 of the Revised Statutes, 
provide, that tax es shall be collected 
iu unorg anized counties, for certain 
■peciiio purposes, and within oertain 
limit« . 
Chapter 189 of the laws of 1887, aa 
amended, provide that commission­ 
ers of unorg anized countiea may levy 
road, bridg e and school tax es and 
Section 5, of the Act last referred to, 
limits the oompensstion 
of eonnty 
commissioners 
to Two Dollars per 
day for services actually randersd, 
and not ex ceeding one hundred daya 
in a year. 
It ia therafore apparent 
to my mind that the only sort of offi­ 
cers authorized by law in an unor­ 
g anized county, and for who« « main­ 
tenance, no tax ia provided, are the 
county 
commissioners 
themselves, 
and their compensation is by law 
limited to a sum not ax oeeding Two 
H undred Dollars a yaar. 
Under 
theee circumstances, it appears to the 
writer that tha debt, « hich is to be 
refunded, amounting to $ 15,000, ia of 
a very doubtful validity, and 
of 
course if the debt ia invalid, it can­ 
not properly form the baeis for the 
issue of a long tima bond. 


Second: I am awara that chapter 
290, by Section 6 thereof, ia intended 
to apply to unorg anized counties, but 
aa the County of Caaa does not, and 
cannot, under tha decision I have 
cited, have any of tha offioers, which 
must sig n the bonds, it would aeem. 
that under theee circumstances, the 
act cannot apply to Caaa County. 
This viaw of tha m atter is important, 
because withont a complete org aniza­ 
tion, the oourts have uniformly held 
that bonds cannot be collected, and as 
before stated, the debt of Cass Coun­ 
ty is se g rossly out of proportion to 
the narrow powara of tho County 
Board, there is no way to satisfactor­ 
ily determ ine the q uestion save by 
resort to judicial proceeding , and it 
is beyond the writer's comprehension 
to understand how a w arrant for a 
sing le dollar, not payabla from a cur­ 
rent tax levy, can be claimed as valid 
indebtedness of Cass County. 
T h ird: 
It appears that q uite a con­ 
siderable portion of the County of 
Cass, unorg anized, has seceded from 
the Territorial liuiita established as 
the County of Caaa, under chapter 
298 of the laws of 1895, and if the 
proceeding s taken, are, in the end, 
by the courts upheld, it only serves 
to illustrate the dang er of dealing 
with a tract of wild country, having 
only two thing s that are fix ed, name­ 
ly a board of three commisaioners, 
drawing a per diem, and a boundary 
line, which any township may, at its 
option, rub out.

law, it has not even the dig uity of a 
school district, so therefore, as no ex ­ 
press power is shown to authorize 
this indebtedness, I feel compelled to 
decline to approve it, inastnucti as I 
reg ard chapter 290 of the laws of 
1895, ms not being applicsb'e to Casa 
County noorg anized, because of the 
limitations placed around (lass Coun­ 
ty, unorg anized, by the other Jaw» of 
the state of Minnesota. 


SIDEW ALKS AND FENCES. 


M ake O o t t'nlfo rm » ml A bolish th e O ther. 
K u u t i f j t h e S tr e e t« . 
Citizens of a town <» fteu stop just short 
of success in their endeavors to make it, 
In appearance at least, a model place of 
residence—that is, they ex pend all their 
effort torthe bun ness'portion to the neg ­ 
lect of the reeideuce streets. 
Not that 
Individual houses aud lawns are not 
well ami neatly kept,but the dissimilar­ 
ity of sidewalks, feuces, etc., make the 
whole incong ruous and presents an as­ 
pect far from beautiful. 
It is manifest 
t£ a$ little 
be done without the cor- 
*dial*apd eto*rlFst co operation of the 
g reat bo^y of citizens, and it may be 
well to sug g est that the best way in 
which the latter can aid in beautifying 
the town ia to embellish neg lected resi- 
dftnpe streets as far as possible with 
hroial side lawns and trees and uniform 
sidewalks. 
No other kind of decoration would be 
a tithe as effective in making a g ood 
impression upon visitors as to efface as 
far as possible the shabby marks of slov­ 
enliness, neg lect and decay in our resi­ 
dence frontag es, in the surrounding s of 
our homes, and convert them, with com­ 
paratively inex pensive improvements, 
into living pictures of beauty, neatness, 
thrift aud prog ress. If resident property 
owners on each of our residence streets 
would act in concert throug h some sort 
of local association to beautify them in 
this way, the desired object would soon 
be aooox nplished. 
One of the first thing s to be done to­ 
ward bring ing about that result is to 
utterly obliterate the fences which still 
disfig ure so many of our residence streets. 
They cost money to build and keep in re­ 
pair, but they serve no useful purptx ie.and 
they are unspeakably ug ly blemishes on 
the face of the street. Those who retain 
them inflict a g reat injury upon all their 
neig hbors by destroying the chief beauty 
of the street—the parklike effect of a 
long belt «>f g reen lawn fronting the 
residences on either side of the street. 
Where this is broken up by feuces, no 
matter how ornate in construction, the 
effect is simply that of a hideous deface­ 
ment. 
A successful crusade ag ainst 
fences resulting in their removal in all 
the residence fronts would of itself be 
an immense stride in the embellishment 
of the town. 
Somebody has referred to improve­ 
ments of this sort as “ frills” on which 
it was ex travag ance to waste money. 
But these are not frills. They are the 
g arments of the town. They are its re­ 
g al robes of state and honor. They 
clothe it with dig uity and beauty. They 
anrich its home life with the sweet in­ 
fluences of a pleasant environment Nor 
is there anything which a community 
can do for itself which yields sued» larg e 
and swift returns in actual money value 
as in making itself an ag reeable place 
to live in. It binds its own citizens to 
it by strong er ties of local pride and at­ 
tachment and forms the strong est pos­ 
sible inducement to strang ers tomakoit 
their home, aud esjiecially that sort of 
strang ers who make pay rolls.

County Attorney Chipcrfield is in 
receipt of I communication from N. 
W. H erns A C o , of New York, in 
whtoh they decline to take the $15,- 
000 of bonds which were sold to them 
by the commissioners of Cess county 
on December Sd, on advise from their 
attorney who holds that the debt 
whieh the Cass county people desire 
to fund wee illegally contracted in 
that the eutbority hee been emended 
in anticipating future taxation, and 
other pointe. 
The reasons given by 
Mr. C. B. Wood, the attorney are as 
follows: 
Deesmber SO, 1095. 
Messrs. N. W. Harris A Co., 
Gzhtlzmxm:—I hare examined the 
proceedings under which Cees Coun­ 
ty, Minnesota, proposes to issue $15,- 
OOO Fundiog Bonds, dated December 
2ud, 1895 aud I decline to approve 
the issue, for the reasons hereinafter 
stated: 
First: It appears that Cam Coun­ 
ty was originally organized to 1872, 
and by the eel of March 3rd, 1876, it 
was disorganised, leering the coun­ 
ty merely what ie known aa an “estab­ 
lished county” andor the ffinneeota 
laws. 
(State vs. MoFaddeo,*UPYd. 
Minn, page 40) Under the Minnesota 
Constitution, end laws, counties Yr^Ldia 
divided into 
organised 
counties, 
which hare full powfr of local self­ 
government, to far 
same is 
usually entrusted to } County organ­ 
ization. 
This organization includes 
a Board of Commissioners, rn Sheriff, 
a Treasurer, a County Auditor, and 
the usual deputies, and coart officers, 
necessary to*f^l)£ carry on the organ­ 
ization of 
Coonties or­ 
ganized fully 
are Vequfred 
to provide a court, house, county 
offices, a jail, and Ie folly provide 
for the running of the courts of the 
e a r th y 
: . v , t 
On the M U I hand, counties which 
are “eetsbljmed” only, or nnorgan 
ized, appear to bare very limits* 
powers, sad aa organized counties, 
hare no powers exeopt those dearly 
givea by the stet ate, it follows that 
counties the! are only established es 
to boundaries, hare no implied pow­ 
ers whatever. 
So far ae organize* 
counties ere concerned, the matter 
has been expressly adjudicated up­ 
on by the Supreme Court of Minne­ 
sota, announcing the principle as 
have atsted. 
(Roger r . Board oi1 
County Commissioners LeSsur Co. 
59 N. W. Rep. 488) From this it fol 
lows that thare must be positive ex 
pi ess ant bority for the County Boar* 
of Cam County to create a debt, be­ 
fore it is authorized to fin d one, anc 
I hare carefully examined all the 
statues, which I can find, bearing on 
the powers of any unorganized soon 
ties. 
For example, Section 125 oi1 
Chapter l l of the Revised Statutes, 
provide, that taxes shall be collects* 
in unorganised so unties, for certain 
specific purposes, end within eertain 
limits. 
Chapter 189 of the laws of 1887, as 
amended, provide that commission­ 
ers of unorganized coonties may lary 
road, bridga and school taxes anc 
Section 5, of the Act last rsferred to, 
limits the compensation of county 
commissioners to Two Dollars per 
day for service# actually rendered, 
and not exceeding one hundred days 
in a year. 
It ie therefore apparent 
to my mind that the only sort of offi­ 
cers authorised by law in an unor­ 
ganized county, and for whose main­ 
tenance, no tax is provided, are the 
county 
commissioners themselves, 
and their compensation ie by law 
limited to a sum not exceeding Two 
Hundred Dollars a year. 
Under 
these circumstances, it appears to the 
writer that the debt, which ie to be 
refunded, amounting to $15,000, is of 
a very doubtful validity, M d of 
course if the debt is invalid, it can­ 
not properly form the basis for the 
issue of a long time bond. 
Second: I am aware that chapter 
290, by Section 6 thereof, is intended 
to apply to unorganized counties, but 
as the County of Cam dost not, and 
cannot, under the decision I have 
cited, hays any of th# officers, which 
most sign the bonds, it woald seem. 
that uader these circumstances, the 
sot cannot apply to Cam County. 
This view of the matter ia important, 
because without a complete organiza­ 
tion, the courts have uniformly held 
that bonds cannot be collected, and as 
before stated, the debt of Cern Coun­ 
ty is se grossly oat of proportion to 
the narrow powers of the County 
Board, there is no way to satisfactor­ 
ily determine the question save by 
resort to judicial proceeding, and it 
is beyond the writer’s comprehension 
to understand how a warrant for a 
single dollar, not payable from a ear- 
rent tax levy, can be claimed as valid 
indebtedness of Cam County. 
Third: It appears that quite a con­ 
siderable portion of the County of 
Cass, unorganized, hat seceded from 
the Territorial limits established as 
the County of Cass, under chapter 
298 of the laws of 1895, and if the 
proceedings taken, ara, in th# end, 
by the courts upheld, it only serves 
to illustrate the danger of dealing 
with a tract of wild country, having 
only two things that are fixed, name­ 
ly a board of three commissioners, 
drawing a per diem, and a boundary 
line, which any township may, at its 
option, rub oat. I have not followed 
to the end, the proceedings had un­ 
der chapter 298 aforesaid, bat so far 
as I have proceeded, I am inclined to 
the opinion that the act is constitu­ 
tional, and if the proceedi4h comply 
with the aet, the secession of tbs ter­ 


ritory will in the end be sustained.. 
Fourth: I 
have already stated 
that there must be clearer authority f 
for the issue of this dam of bonds, I 
than in the case of a city for example, 
becense in the case of a oity, it is be­ 
yond the power of the inhabitants or 
the legislature to diminish its taxable 
wealth by cutting off territory, but 
on the contrary, so far as the rights 
of bondholders are concerned, the 
entity of the corporation remains un­ 
changed. A oouoty, however, isouly 
a quasi corporation, with very much 
inferior power, and a county which 
is not organized, is not even a quasi 
corporation, aud uoderthe Minnesota 
law, it bas not even the dignity of a 
school district, so therefore, as no ex­ 
press power is shown to authorize 
this indebtedness, I feel compelled to 
decline to approve it, inasmuch as I 
regard chapter 290 of the laws of 
1895, aa not being applicable to Cass 
County unorganized, because of the 
limitations placed around Cam Coun­ 
ty, unorganized, by th# other Jaws of 
the state of Minnesota.

SIDEWALKS AND FENCES. 


:• O n a U n ifo rm n o d A b o llah th o O th e r. 
B e a u tify th e S treet* . 
Citizens of a town often stop just short 
of success in their endeavors to make it, 
in appearance at least, a model place of 
residence—that is, they expend all their 
effort Gurthe business'portion to the neg­ 
lect of the residence streets. 
Not that 
individual houses and lawns are not 
well and neatly kept.bnt the dissimilar­ 
ity of sidewalks, fences, etc., make the 
whole incongruous and presents an as­ 
pect far from^ beautiful. 
It is manifest 
flint little cire be done without the cor- 
jditK apd elM et co-operation of the 
groat body of citizens, and it may be 
well to suggest that the best way in 
which the latter can aid in beautifying 
the town is to embellish neglected resi- 
denpe streets as far rn possible with 
hrdahxide lawns and trees and uniform 
■id Araiks. 
No other kind of decoration would be 
a tithe as effective in making a good 
impression upon visitors as to efface as 
far as possible the shabby marks of slov­ 
enliness, neglect and decay in our resi­ 
dence frontages, in the surroundings of 
our homes, and convert them, with com­ 
paratively inexpensive improvements, 
into living pictures of beauty, neatness, 
thrift and progress, lf resident property 
owners on each of our residence streets 
would act in concert through some sort 
of local association to beautify them in 
this way, the desired object would soon 
be accomplished. 
One of the first things to be done to­ 
ward bringing about that result is to 
utterly obliterate the fences which still 
disfigure so many of our residence streets. 
They cost money to build and keep in re­ 
pair,but they serve no useful purpose,and 
they are unspeakably ugly blemishes on 
the face of the street. Those who retain 
them inflict a great injury upon all their 
neighbors by destroying the chief beauty 
of the street—the parklike effect of a 
long belt of green lawn fronting the 
residences on either side of the street. 
Where this is broken up by fences, no 
matter how ornate in construction, the 
effeot is simply that of a hideous deface­ 
ment. 
A successful crusade against 
fences resulting in their removal in all 
the residence fronts wonld of itself be 
an immense stride in the embellishment 
of the town. 
Somebody has referred to improve­ 
ments of this sort as "frills” on which 
ll was extravagance to waste money. 
But these are not frills. They are the 
garments of the town. They are its re­ 
fill robes of state and honor. They 
olothe it with dignity and beauty. They 
enrich its home life with the sweet in­ 
fluences of a pleasant environment Nor 
la there anything which a community 
can do for itself which yields such large 
and swift returns in actual money value 
as In making itself an agreeable place 
to live In. It binds its own citisens to 
It by stronger ties of local pride and at­ 
tachment and forms the strongest pos­ 
sible inducement to strangers to make it 
their home, and especially that sort of 
stranger* who make pay rolls.

Before adjournm ent is reached next 
Saturday the Rep ublican leaders of 
the house Intend that a Dill shall be 
sent to the senate in res]>onse to the 
demand of the p resident’« message of 
Friday for some means of relieving 
the treasury situation and p rotecting

reserve.

Rep ublican 
leaders determined to act p romp tly as 
soon as the message was sent in, and 
ail idea of taking a recess for the holi­ 
days Avas abandoned iy the face of 
the situation p resented. The ways and 
means committee Avas organized, and 
last night tlie Rep ublican members 
held a secret meeting at the cap itol, at 
which Sp eaker Reed was p resent, to 
discuss the details of a bill which iu 
their op inion would furnish the de­ 
sired relief. 
As a p reliminary it was decided that 
while the situation in the senate as 
to the fate there of any measure 
p assed by tlie house should Ik» kep t in 
mind, tlie house must act indep end­ 
ently of tlie result in 1 he up p er branch 
of congress, 
'i lie general outline of a 
measure was p raethally agreed up on, 
but the details have not been com­ 
p leted. 
The sentiment 
Avas unani­ 
mous that no gold Kinds should lie 
authorized, hut that a bill on the lines 
of .Mr. Reed’s amendment of last year 
should Ik* draw n up , and Avith that 
should lie coup led some tariff changes 
for the p urp ose of raising additional 
revenue., Mr. Reed’s bond p rop osition, 
which the committee Avill adop t, p ro­ 
vides first for the reduction of the rate 
of Interest on Kinds to lie issued under 
the acts of 1H7o and 1875 for the p ur 
p ose of resuming sp ecie p ayment and 
p rotecting tlie sp ecie reserve from 4 
to .3 p er cent, and, second, for a low 
rate, 
denominational 
bond 
which 
would p ractically lie a debt certificate 
to !m» used to sup p ly deficiencies in 
the revenue. 
By tin* term s of the 
bill it is p robable that tlie p roceeds of 
any bonds issued under the act of 
1870 and 1875 as amended shall go to 
the reserve, and of the latter Kinds 
to p ay current exp enses. 
In this way 
a sep arate account can he kep t ami 
the p roceeds of bo.ids sold to maintain 
tlie i* serve cannot 1«» used to p ay 
current exp enses. 
Tin* details of the 
tariff changes will furnish tlie most 
difficult 
task in 
framing the 
hill. 
There is some discussion of a p rop o­ 
sition to make a horizontal increase on 
all of tin» schedules excep t sugar, of

to 20 p er <ent, but that is op - 
IKised In certain quarters as being not 
on p rotection lines. 
While there is, it 
is said, some difference of op inion on 
this p oint, it seems certain that there 
aa-i11 lie a time limitation of tAvo years 
or thirty months on the life of the 
tariff p rop ositions of the bill. 
As to 
the attitude of tlie Democrats toward 
the bill, it seems p robable that it will 
be op jHised by most, if not all, of tlie 
Democrats.

W ashington, Dec. IO—The president 
sent to congress the answ er of Ixirtl 
Salisbury, prime m inister of Great 
Britain, to Secretary Olney’s note on 
the Venezuelan boundary dispute. 
In 
connection w ith this he subm itted a 
special message on the Monroe doc­ 
trine. 
This message is a document 
which will doubtless become one of 
tho historic state 
papers 
centering 
around the famous pronunciamento of 
President Monroe. 
The message of 
the president Is as follows: 
I* 017 annual message addressed to the congress 
on the third instant, I called attention to the 
pending Ixxmdary controversy between G reat B rit­ 
ain mid the Kei>ul>llc of Venezuela, and recited the 
substance of a representation made by this gov­ 
ernm ent to her Britannic m ajesty’s government, 
suggesting reasons why such disputes should be 
subm itted to arbitration for settlem ent sud inquir­ 
ing w hether it would be so subm itted. 
The answer of the B ritism government, which 
w as then aw aited, bes since been received, and, 
together w ith the dispatch to which it Is n reply, 
Is hereto appended. Such reply is embodied in two 
communications addressed bv the B ritish prim e 
m inister to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the B ritish am ­ 
bassador s t this capital. It will be seen th at one 
of these communications Is devoted exclusively to 
observations upon the Monroe doctrine, and claim s 
th a t in the present Instance a new and strange 
extension and development of this doctrine is in­ 
sisted on by the ru tte d States; th a t the reasons 
Justifying an ap ical to tile dM-trine enunciated by 
IYcsIdent Monroe are generally inapplicable "to 
the s ta te of things In which we live a t tho present 
day,’’ and especially inapplicable to a controversy 
Involving the boundary line between G reat Britain 
and Venezuela. 
W ithout attem pting extended argum ents In reply 
to these positions, it may not be am iss to suggest 
th at the doctrine uj>on which we stand Is strong 
and sound, because its enforcem ent is im portant to 
our lienee and safety as a nation, and Is essential 
to tbe integrity of our free institutions aud the 
tranquil m aintenance of our distinctive form of 
government. 
It was Intended to apply to every 
stage of our national life and cannot become otwo- 
lets while our republic endures, 
lf the balance 
of power is Just!}- a cause for Jealous anxiety 
among the governm ents of the old world, and a 
subject for our absolute non interference, none the 
less Is an ottservance of 
The Monroe Doctrine 
if vital concern to our people and their govern­ 
m ent. ■ Assuming, therefore, th a t we may prop­ 
erly insist ujxin this doctrine, w ithout r"gard to 
“ the state of things in which we live" or any 
chsngeil conditions here or elsewhere, It is not 
apparent why Its application may not be invoked 
In the present controversy, 
lf a European power. 
b r mu extension of Its boundaries, takes posses­ 
sion of the territory of one of our neighboring 
republics against its will and In derogation of its 
rights. It Is d itfcu lt to see why, to th at extent, 
such European powei does not thereby attem pt 
to extend its system of government to th at por­ 
tion of this continent which is thus taken, lid s 
Is the precise action which President Monroe de­ 
clared to be “ dangerous to our peace and safety.” 
and It can make no difference w hether the Euro­ 
pean 
system 
is 
exteuued 
by 
an 
advance 
of 
frontier or otherwise. 
It is also suggested In the B ritish reply that 
we should not seek to apply th . Monroe doctrine 
to the pending disunite because It does not em ­ 
body any principle of international law. which 
‘is founded on the general consent of nations,” 
and th at “ no statesm an, however eminent, and no 
nation, however powerful, are competent to in­ 
sert into the code of International law a uovel 
principle, which was never recognized before and 
which has not since been accepted by the govern­ 
ment of any other country.” 
I*ractioally, the principle for which we contend 
has peculiar, 
lf not exclusive, relation to the 
t ’nited States. 
It may net have l»een adm itted 
In so many words to the code of international 
law, 
lait since Iu International councils every 
nation is entitled to the rights belonging to It. 
if the enforcement of the Monroe doctrine is 
som ething we may Justly claim , it bas Its place 
In the code of international law as certainly and 
as securely as lf It were spoclflcally mentioned, 
and when the I'nited States Is a suitor before 
the high tribunal th a t adm inisters international 
law, the question to be determ ined is w hether or 
not we present claim s which the Justice of th at 
code of law can Hnd to be right and valid. The 
Munroe doctrine finds Its recognition 
in 
those 
R inciples of international law which are based 
Upon the theory th at every nation 
Shall Hare It* Right* Protected 
and its ju st claim s enforced. Of course this gov­ 
ernm ent is entirely confident th at under tbe sanc­ 
tion of this doctrine we have clear rights and un­ 
doubted claim s, nor Is this Ignored In the B ritish 
reply. 
The prim e m inister, while not adm itting 
th at the Monroe doctrine is applicable to present 
conditions, states: 
“ In d d a rin g th a t the (’Bited S tates would re­ 
sist any such enterprise lf It w as contem plated, 
I ’resid tn t Monroe adopted a policy which received 
the en tire sym pathy of the English governm ent of 
th at d a te ." He further declares:

P erhaps th e l*est 
testim ony to the efficacy of the new’ 
sjste m is furnished by tile experience 
of B aginsky and others, who record 
the results obtained during an invol­ 
untary pause in the serum treatm ent 
caused by failure in the supply of se­ 
rum . T hus B aginsky slates that be­ 
tw een M arch, 18SM, and M arch, IWV), 
525 children w ere treated w ith a n ti­ 
toxin, w ith a fatality of 15.0 per cent. 
D uring the period when th e supply of 
serum w as exhausted, 126 children 
w ere treated w ithout antitoxin, w ith a 
fata lity of 48.4 p er cent. Sim ilarly. 
N orte noted a rise in fatality from 
38.3 per cent, w hen no serum w as pro­ 
curable, and during an epidem ic of 
diphtheria a t T rieste the fatality rose 
from 8.7 per cent to 50 per cent when 
the supply of serum failed.

W elch 
sta te s that the study, so far, of the 
results of tlu* treatm ent of over T.utKt 
cases of diphtheria by antitoxin dem ­ 
on strates beyond all reasonable doubt, 
th a t antl-diptheretic serum is a spe­ 
cific curative agent for diphtheria, stir 
passing tile efficacy of all other known 
m ethods of treatm ent for the disease, 
w hile th e essential harm lessness of 
the serum has been dem onstrated by 
over IOO,(XX) injections.

Most good b u tter m akers prefer tile 
m u m to become slightly acid before 
churnirg, but the acid should not Im* 
carried too far, for lf It is the yield 
of b u tter w ill not be as gieat. as the 
acid will consume, to a certain extent, 
the oil or butter portion of Hie ordain. 
The cream should bo churned at a 
tem perature of 58 to OO degrees in the 
sum m er and at OO to 02 degrees iii the 
w inter. W hen milk is set in shallow 
paus and allow ed to stand thirty-six 
to forty-eight hours at a tem perature 
not varying but little from OU degrees 
the cream w ill perhaps be very near 
the pr«iK*r condition and tem perature 
for churning, w hen rem oved or skim ­ 
med. B ut when cream is raised by 
th e 
cold, 
deep-setting 
or 
Swedish 
m ethod, its tem perature is, of course, 
not the proper one for churning, and 
unless sw eet cream b u tte r is prefer­ 
red it m ust be allowed to stand until 
the proper degree of acidity has been 
developed.—D enver Field uttd Farm .

The Municipal league of Boston is an 
organization which has for its object the 
bet ter government cf the city. President 
Samuel B. Capon at a meeting of the 
league delivered an address outlining 
its work for the coming year. After ex­ 
plaining the reforms advocated by the 
leagno Mr. C’apeu concluded as follows: 
Upon the moral side of all public 
questions this league will ever be found. 
We are eager for the time to come when 
we can embody our principles in a list 
of candidates for the suffrage of our 
citizens. We know that it is when great 
principles are seen in men whom the 
people trust that the people are stirred 
through and through, enthusiasm is 
aroused and evil is destroyed as by a 
breath from the Almighty. We want 
more pure, honest, God fearing men in 
public places. The religions citizenship 
of the city, Protestant, Catholic, He­ 
brew, must combine its ballots and 
strike down every evil. Those whom we 
represent hold more than the balanoe of 
power; they hold the majority of the 
ballots of the city, and we hope to use 
them at an early day as never before for 
righteousness and truth and God. 
The splendid words spoken by Arch­ 
bishop Ireland in the Boston theater last 
April need to be ever before us: 
“ Let the country always elect as its 
guardians its best and worthiest sons; 
let voters seek them out and give them 
honor. Never shop Id voters choose in­ 
capable men ; less yet, dishonest and im­ 
moral men. Tile party placing on its 
Mcket dishonored names should be over­ 
thrown in inglorious defeat and learn 
the stern lesson that insult is never of- 
feiW*C?ith impunity to the sacredness 
antopmity of the republic. ” 
■^TintiL that time comes we mean to in­ 
spire all as God gives us strength and 
opportunity to attend to their public 
duties. It means work, constant and 
unremitting, from our citizens. 
We 
cannot do our whole duty to the state 
by spending five minutes twice a year 
in marking a list of names in a polling 
booth. There is preliminary work of ed­ 
ucation to be done for ourselves and 
others. There are great problems to be 
solved; there are great civic ideals to 
work out. 
And in this great work of the educa­ 
tion of our citizens we must depend very 
largely upon the press. Most gratefully 
would we recognize the immense help 
we have already received from the daily 
aud weekly papers. They have not only 
given large space in their news columns, 
but almost every paper has commended 
our efforts in its editorial columns. 
We are confident that we can depend 
upon the press still to help us in our ef­ 
forts. We want all to know the city’s 
needs and to note the abuses. “ Igno­ 
rance is the mother of indifference. ’’ 
Eternal vigilance is not only the price 
of liberty, but of pure politics and clean 
officials. 
We believe our press, as a 
whole, will still aid us iu our efforts to 
arouse a oivio pride which s$ huh to be 
dormant in so many of our cifSns. 
May we not appeal for moral support 
to that large class in our city who, fol­ 
lowing the common accepted title, are 
denominated the laboring classes? We 
have talked with many of their repre­ 
sentative men on three or four occasions 
and have been met with a sympathetic 
interest. We arc striving most earnestly 
for better government, in which they, 
with us, are interested. 
They have spoken to us most earnest 
words against the election of weak and 
indifferent men. 
We are striving for 
proportional representation, 
through 
which they can have full representation, 
aud when things for which they contend 
will have, respectful hearing In a posi­ 
tion of influence. 
The problems of the 
next century are to be more and more 
the problems of human brotherhood. 
We have not a common ancestry or a 
common religion, but are of many na­ 
tions and many religions. 
We want to 
fuse all interests together under the 
mighty inspiration and purpose to have 
a city in which there shall be no slums 
to contaminate and destroy, but where 
schools and public institutions of every 
name shall be the best in all the world. 
Has not tho time fully come when, 
unless all our interests are to be imper­ 
iled, many must 
subordinate their 
business and their pleasures for the pub­ 
lic weal? And out of it will cornea pur­ 
er and a better city aud a nobler and 
higher standard of life. 
As a league we recognize no sectarian 
creed in the public business, but we 
stand together for public righteousness 
and truth and upon the common plat­ 
form of American citizenship. 
For the 
third time this league makes this decla­ 
ration of its principles and onters upon 
another year of effort. 
The lamented Bishop Brooks left the 
world this sentiment, “ No man has 
come to true greatness who has not felt 
in some degree that his life belongs to 
his race." May we not add that no man 
bas come to true citizenship who has 
not felt in some degree that his life be­ 
longs to the state?

The Municipal league of Philadelphia 
has sent a circular to several thousand 
of the business men of that city asking 
them to join the league in the effort to 
secure a business administration of the 
city government. 


The City and the Country. 
Recently published vital statistics of 
all the New England states for 1892 
show that almost exactly as many peo­ 
ple live in cities of 10,000 or more popu­ 
lation in this section as in the villages 
and rural districts, the urban popula­ 
tions being 2,441,410 and the rural 
2,444,987. 
Taking the vital statistics 
for these two groups, it is found that 
the city population has a marriage rate 
of 20.6 against 16.4 for the country; a 
birth rate of 29.6 against 20 for the coun­ 
try, though the real difference is not as 
great, there being a deficiency in the 
birth registration in Maine and New 
Hampshire, while the cities have an av­ 
erage death rate of 21 against 18.7 for 
the country.—Springfield Republican.

BOSTON'S PKOoATtON SYSTEM 


BOSTON’S SOCIETY FOR BETTER GOV­ 
ERNMENT. 


Tfc* Method of Brel In* W ith Fatty Offend­ 
er* follow ed ak tho ii ab. 
“ New York is a generation behind 
the age in some of irs methods of 
dealing with offenders as compared 
with Boston,’’ said a criminal law­ 
yer. 
“ For instance, they have a 
method of dealing with petty offend­ 
ers over there whioh to my mind is 
the only sensible and logical system. 
Here if a man is arrested for being 
drunk and disorderly or for petty 
assault or theft he is sent to tho 
workhouse for anywhere from ten 
days to six months, as tho magis­ 
trate chooses. 
He then becomes a 
charge on the county, and as it hap­ 
pens th at in nine cases out of ten 
tho offender is a workingman with 
a fartiily his wife and children also 
have to bo cared for at tho county's 
expense. Besides this, the more sen 
tence is a degradation and a blow to 
kgs manhood from which it is hard 
for him to recover when released. 
Boston they have what is 
oalled the probation system, add I 
think it is the only city in the coun­ 
try where this is practiced. They do 
not send a man to prison for a minor 
offense—that is, if it is his first. 
The character and circumstances of 
the offender are investigated by one 
of the officers of tho probation bu­ 
reau, and if the judge is satisfied 
that the offender is likely to reform 
if allowed to go free ho is turned 
over to the probation officer and sen­ 
tence is suspended. The m ajority of 
oases are of persons charged with 
drunkenness, and tile rule is gener­ 
ally applied to workingmen. Habit­ 
ual drunkards are sent to tho island, 
but a man who falls from grace 
once gets another chanco. 
“ After tile offender is turned over 
to the probation officer he is taken 
to the bureau, where ho receives a 
register n inn ber, and the circum­ 
stances of his arrest, with his pedi- 
groe, are taken down. Tbon he is al­ 
lowed to go. 
Tho probation officer 
investigates tho situation of his 
family, and if lie is a roan accus­ 
tomed to spending his wages regu­ 
larly for drink arrangements are 
made w ith his employer to turn 
over his wages to his wife. This, of 
course, has to bo done with his con­ 
sent, and as he bas the alternative 
of going to prison if he doos not 
consent ho rarely refuses to sanc­ 
tion the arrangement. 
The system 
of espionage in vogue in the proba 
tion bureau is as effective and pri­ 
vate as any Russian secret police - 
bureau. Tho police of the district in 
whioh tho probationer lives are no- j 
tiffed and tho policeman on the par­ 
ticular post whero his borne is loeat- J 
ed is instructed to watch him. 
“ The probationer is required to 
report at the probation bureau at \ 
least once during the period which 
the judgo specifies. 
This is usually 
five weeks iu the lower oourt and 
one year in tho superior court, where 
the graver offenses are tried. 
If, j 
during that time, his conduct h a s ; 
been of a nature to satisfy the o o u rt; 
that he has repented of bis ways, ho 
is allowed to go froe altogether. Dur­ 
ing tho probationary period, how­ 
ever, tho probation officer may ar­ 
rest bim without a w arrant at any 
time. If tho probationer should mis­ 
behave himself, or repeat the offense 
for which ho was first arrested, and 
he is caught, ho is usually fined $5 
or $10. 
If, however, he should re­ 
peat tho offense after having served 
out his prolwition period, a double 
penalty is imposed. 
The probation 
bureau has an average of 800 per­ 
sons on its books under constant 
surveillance. 
“ There are six male officers and a 
female officer for women and young J 
girls. 
The women who are subject j 
to the probation system are compar- j 
atively few. They are only released . 
on a charge of loitering in the street, 
drunkenness or disorderly conduct. 
Tho ontire cost of m aintaining the 
bureau, including salaries, is not 
more than $15,000 a year, while the 
saving to the county, you can im­ 
agine, is many times that sum. Tho 
moral effoct of such a system is, to 
my mind, tho main consideration, 
and I think it is very Drocressivc. ’’

County Attorney Chiperfield is in 
receipt of a communication from N. 
W. Harris Sc Co., of New York, in 
whioh they decline to take the $15,- 
000 of bonds which were sold to them 
by the com missioners of Cass county 
on December 2d, on advise from their 
attorney who holds that the debt 
which the Casa oonnty people desire 
to fund was illegally contracted in 
that the authority has been exceeded 
in anticipating future taxation, and 
other points. 
The reasons given by 
Mr. C. B. Wood, the attorney are as 
follows: 
Decem ber 20,1895. 
Messrs. N . W. Harris & Co., 
G entlemen:— I have examined the 
proceedings nnder which Cass Coun­ 
ty, Minnesota, proposes to issue $15,- 
000 Funding Bonds, dated Decem ber 
2ud, 1895 aud I decline to approve 
the issue, for the reasons hereinafter 
stated; 
First: 
It appears that Cass Coun­ 
ty was originally organized in 1872, 
and by the act of March 3rd, 1876, it 
was disorganized, leaving the coun­ 
ty merely what is known as an “estab­ 
lished county” under the Minnesota 
laws. 
(State vs. M cFadden‘,*2*)rd. 
Miun. page 40) Under the Minnesota 
Constitution, and laws, counties fr«^ 
divided into 
organized 
counties, 
which have full power of local self- 
governm ent, so far aa'Jhe same is 
usually entrusted to^k County organ­ 
ization. 
This organization includes 
a Board of Commissioners, a Sheriff, 
a Treasurer, a County Auditor, and 
the usual deputies, and court officers, 
necessary to * f ^ j carry on the organ­ 
ization of

ganized fully llfiP g le ^ y are required

ritory will in the end be sustained.

that there must be clearer authority 
for the issue of this class of bonds, 1 
than in the case of a city for example, | 
because in the case of a city, it is be­ 
yond the power of the inhabitants or 
the legislature to diminish its taxable 
wealth by cutting off territory, but 
on the contrary, so far as the rights 
of bondholders are concerned, the j 
entity of the corporation remains tin- J 
changed. 
A oonnty, however, lsouly 
a quasi corporation, with very much 
inferior power, and a county which 
is not organized, is not even a quasi 
corporation, aud uuderthe Minnesota 
law, it has not even the dignity of a j 
school didtrict, so therefore, as no ex­ 
press |>ower is shown to authorize 
this indebtedness, I feel compelled to 
decline to approve it, inasmuch as 1 
regard chapter 290 of the laws of 
1895, as not being applicable to Casa 
County uoorgamzed, because of the 
limitations placed around Cass Coun­ 
ty. unorganized, by the other Jaws of 
the state of Minnesota.

offices, a jail, and to fully provide 
for the runuing of the courts of the 
county. 
Ou the 
hand, counties which 
are “establjaled” only, or unorgan- 
izsd, appear to have very limited 
powers, and as organized counties, 
have no powere except those clearly 
given by the statute, it follows that 
counties that art only astablishad as 
to boundaries, have no implied pow­ 
ers whatever. 
So l>r as organized 
counties ere concern id, the matter 
has been expressly adjudicated up­ 
on by the Suprem e Court of M inne­ 
sota, announcing the principle as I 
have stated. 
(Roger v. Board of 
County Commissioners L eStur Co. 
59 N. W. Rep. 488) From this it fol­ 
lows that thsre most be positive ex- 
piess authority for tha County Board 
of Cass County to create a debt, be­ 
fore it is authorized to fund one, and 
I have carefully exam ined all the 
statues, which I can find, bsaring on 
the powers of any unorganized coun­ 
ties. 
For example, Section 125 of 
Chapter 11 of the Revised Statutes, 
provide, that taxes shall be collected 
iu unorganized oouutiee, for certain 
specific purposes, aud within oertain 
limits. 
Chapter 189 of the laws of 1887, as 
amended, provide that comm ission­ 
ers of unorganized counties may levy 
road, bridge and school taxes and 
Section 5, of the Act last referred to, 
lim its tho compensation 
of county 
commissioners 
to Two Dollars per 
day for services actually rendered, 
and not exceeding one hundred days 
in a year. 
It is thersfore apparsnt 
to my mind that ths only sort of offi­ 
cers 
authorized by law in an unor­ 
ganized county, and for whose main- 
tanance, no tax is provided, are the 
oounty 
commissioners 
them selves, 
and their compensation is by law 
lim ited to a sum not exoeeding Two 
Hundred Dollars a ysar. 
Under 
these circumstances, it appears to the 
writer that the debt, which is to be 
refunded, am ounting to $15,000, is of 
a very 
doubtful validity, and 
of 
course if the debt is invalid, it can 
not properly form the basis for the 
issue of a long tim e bond. 


Second: 
I am aware that chapter 
290, by Section 6 thereof, is intended 
to apply to unorganized counties, but 
as the County of Cass does not, and 
CHDiiot, under the decision I have 
cited, have any of the officers, which 
must sign the bonds, it would seem, 
that under these circumstances, the 
act cannot 
apply to Cass County. 
This view of the matter is important, 
because without a com plete organiza­ 
tion, the oourts have uniform ly held 
that bonds cannot be collected, and as 
before stated, the debt of Cass Coun­ 
ty is se grossly out of proportion to 
the narrow powers of the County 
Board, there is no way to satisfactor­ 
ily determine the question save by 
resort to judicial proceeding, and it 
is beyond the writer's comprehension 
to understand how a warrant for a 
single dollar, not payable from a cur­ 
rent tax levy, can be claim ed as valid 
indebtedness of Cass County. 
Third: 
It appears that quite a con­ 
siderable portion of the County of 
Cass, unorganized, has seceded from 
the Territorial lim its established as 
the County of Cass, under chRpter 
298 of the laws of 1895, and if the 
proceedings taken, are, in the end, 
by the courts upheld, it only serves 
to illustrate the danger of dealing 
with a tract of wild country, having 
only two things that are fixed, name­ 
ly a board of three commissioners, 
drawing a per diem, and a boundary 
line, which any township may, at its 
option, rub out. 
I have not followed 
to the end, the proceedings had un­ 
der chapter 298 aforesaid, but so far 
as I have proceeded, I am inclined to 
the opinion that the act is constitu­ 
tional, and if the proceedings comply 
I with the act, the secession of the ter- 


SIDEWALKS AND FENCES. 


M a k e O n e U n i f o r m a n ti A b o l i s h t h e O t h e r . 
B e a u t i f y t h e S tr e e t* . 
Citizens of a town often stop just short 
of success in their endeavors to make it, 
in appearance at least, a model place of 
residence— that is, they expend ail their 
effort ;teu*the business'port ion to the neg­ 
lect of the residence streets. 
Not that 
individual houses and lawns are not 
well and uoatly kept,but the dissimilar­ 
ity of sidewalks, fences, etc., make the 
whole incongruous and presents an as­ 
pect far from beautiful. 
It is manifest 
fh^t little 
be done without the cor- 
nliafrapd efo*ite8t co-operation of the 
great bo<1y of citizens, and it may lie 
well to suggest that the best way in 
which the latter can aid in beautifying 
the town is to embellish neglected resi- 
dence streets as far as possible with 
browi aide lawns and trees and uniform 
sidewalks. 
No other kind of decoration would be 
a tithe as effective in making a good 
impression upon visitors as to efface as 
far as possible the shabby marks of slov­ 
enliness, neglect and decay in our resi­ 
dence frontages, in the surroundings of 
our homes, and convert them, with com­ 
paratively inexpensive 
improvements, 
into living pictures of beauty, neatness, 
thrift aud progress. If resident property 
owners on each of our residence streets 
would act in concert through some sort 
of local association to beautify them in 
this way, the desired object would soon 
be accomplished. 
One of the first things to be done to­ 
ward bringing about that result is to 
utterly obliterate the fences which still 
disfigure so many of our residence streets. 
They cost money to build and keep iu re­ 
pair, but they serve no useful purpose,and 
they are unspeakably ugly blemishes on 
the face of the street. Those who retain 
them inflict a great in jury upon all their 
neighbors by destroying the chief beauty 
of the street—the parklike effect of a 
long belt of green lawn fronting the 
residences ou either side of the street. 
Where this is broken up by fences, no 
matter how ornate in construction, the 
effect is simply that of a hideous deface­ 
ment. 
A successful crusade against 
fences resulting in their removal in all 
the residence fronts wonld of itself be 
an immense stride in the embellishment 
of the town. 
Somebody has referred to improve­ 
ments of this sort as “ frills” on which 
it w'as extravagance to waste money. 
But these are not frills. 
They are the 
garments of the town. 
They are its re­ 
gal robes of state and honor. 
They 
clothe it with dignity and beauty. They 
enrich its home life with the sweet in­ 
fluences of a pleasant environment. Nor 
Is there anything which a community 
can do for itself which yields such large 
and swift returns in actual money value 
as In making itself an agreeable place 
to live in. 
It binds its o w t i citizens to 
it by stronger ties of local pride and at­ 
tachment and forms the strongest pos­ 
sible inducement to strangers to make it 
their home, aud especially that sort of 
strangers who make pay rolls.

PRESIDENT CLEVELAND TAKES IS­ 


SUE WITH SALISBURY.

W ashington, Dec. 19.—The president 
sent to congress the answ er of Lord 
Salisbury, prim e 
m inister 
of 
G reat 
Britain, to Secretary OJney’s note on 
the Venezuelan boundary dispute. 
In 
connection w ith this lie subm itted a 
special message on the Monroe doc­ 
trine. 
This m essage is a document 
which w ill doubtless become one of 
the historic state 
papers 
centering 
around the fam ous pronunclam ento of 
President Monroe. 
T he m essage of 
tlie president is as follows: 
In my annual message addressed to the oongri-ss 
on the third in stan t, I called attention to the 
pending boundary controversy between G reat B rit­ 
ain mid the Republic of Venezuela, nnd recited the 
substance of a representation mad* by this gov­ 
ernm ent to her B ritannic m ajesty’s governm ent, 
suggesting reasons why such disputes should be 
subm itted to arb itratio n for settlem ent and inquir­ 
ing w hether it would bo so subm itted. 
The unawer of the B rltism government, which 
w as then aw aited, bus since been received, nnd, 
together w ith the dispatch to which It Is a reply, 
is hereto append* d. Such reply is embodied iu two 
communications addressed bv tha B ritish prim e 
m inister to Sir Julian Pauncefote, the B ritish am ­ 
bassador a t this capital. 
It w ill be seen th a t one 
of these communications Is devoted exclusively to 
observations upon the Monroe doctrine, and claim s 
th a t in the present Instance a new and strange 
extension nnd developm ent of th is doctrine is 1 1 1- 
slsUsl on by the l ulled Stales; th a t the reasons 
Justifying an upi>eal to the d s triae enunciated by 
President Monroe are generally inapplicable "to 
the e la te of things in which w e live a t the present 
day ,” nnd especially inapplicable to a controversy 
Involving the boundary line between G reat B ritain 
and Venezuela. 
W ithout attem pting extended argum ents In reply 
to these positions, it may not lie am iss to suggest 
th at the doctrine uj>on wiiieb we stan d is strong 
and sound, because its enforcem ent is im portant t<> 
our peace and safety as a nation, and is essential 
to tiie integrity of our free institutions and the 
tranquil m aintenance of our distinctive form of 
government. 
It was intended to apply to every 
stage of our national life and cannot b e c o m e o b s o ­ 
lete while o ir republic endures. 
If the balance 
of power is justly a cause for Jealous anxiety 
am ong tlie governm ents of the old world, and a 
s u b j e c t for our ubsaiutc non-interference, none tlie 
less Is an observance of 
T h e M o n r o e D o c t r i n e 
jf vital concern to our people and th eir govern­ 
m ent. 
As-aiming, therefore, th at we may 
prop­ 
erly Insist upon this doctrine, w ithout regard to 
“ the state of things in which w<- live" or any 
changed conditions here or elsew here. It is not 
apparent why its application may not be invoUpd 
In the present controversy. 
If a European power, 
by au extension of its boundaries, takes poss<-s 
sion of the territory of one of our neighboring 
republics against its will and In derogation of Its 
rights, it Is dilFcult to sve why, to th a t extent, 
such European powei does not thereby attem pt 
to extend its sjstem of government to th a t [sir- 
tlon of th is continent which is thus taken. This 
In the precise action which President Monroe de­ 
clared to be ‘'dangerous to our peace nnd safety ,” 
and it can make no difference w hether the Euro­ 
pean 
system 
is 
exteuded 
by 
an 
advance 
of 
frontier or otherw ise. 
It is also suggested In the B ritish reply that 
we should not *<ek to apply the Monroe doctrine 
to the pending dispute because it dues not em ­ 
body any principle of international law , which 
“ is founded on the general consent of nations,” 
and th a t “ no statism an . however em inent, nnd no 
nntion, however pow erful, nre com petent to in­ 
sert into the code of international lnw a uovel 
principle, which was never recognized before and 
which has not since been accepted by the govern­ 
m ent of any other country.” 
I*ractieally, tlie principle for w hlrh we contend 
has peculiar. 
If not exclusive, 
relation to the 
1'nited S tates. 
It may not have been adm itted 
In so many words to the eode of international 
law, 
but since 
lu 
international councils every 
nation is entitled to the rights belonging to It. 
If the enforcem ent of the 
Monroe doctrine 
is 
som ething we may Justly claim , it has its place 
In the ccd* of International law as certaln lj and 
as securely ns If It w ere spi-clflcMlly mentioned, 
and when the I'nitod S tates Is a suitor before 
tlie high tribunal th a t adm inisters tnte-natlonal 
law, the question to be determ ined is w hether or 
not we present claim s which the justice of th at 
code of law can find to be right nml valid. The 
Monroe doctrine 
finds its 
recognition 
In 
those 
principle* of international law which are based 
Opon the theory th a t every nation 
S k u l l H a v e It* R i g h t s P r o t e c t e d 
and its Just claim s enforced. 
Of course this gov­ 
ernm ent is entirely confident th a t under the s a n c ­ 
tion of this doctrine we have clear rights and un­ 
doubted claim s, nor Is th is Ignored In the B ritish 
reply. 
Tlie prim e m inister, w hile not adm itting 
th at the Monroe doctrine is applicable to present 
conditions, states: 
“ In d ciarlng th a t the I'n lted S tates would re 
eist any such m te rp ris- If It w as contem plated, 
i ’residt n t Monroe adopted a policy which received 
the en tire sym pathy of the English governm ent of 
th at d a te ." 
H e further declares; 
“ Though tlie 
language of President Monroe is directed to the 
attain m en t of objects which most 
Englishm en 
would agree to be salutary, it is im possible to 
adm it th a t they have been inscribed by any ade­ 
quate authority In the code of international law .” 
Again he says: “ They (her m ajesty’s governm ent) 
fully concur w ith the view which President M on­ 
ro* apparently entertainm l th a t any disturbance 
of the existing te rrito rial distribution In 
th at 
hem isphere by m y frosh acquisitions on t ie part 
of any European sta te would t* a highly inexpe­ 
dient change.” 
In tlie belief th a t the doetrine for which we 
contend 
was 
clear 
and 
definite, 
th at 
It was 
found.d iijioii su b stan tial considerations and In­ 
volved our safety and w elfare; th a t it was fully 
applicable to our present conditions, and to the 
atate of th e w orld's progress, and th a t it was 
directly related to the pending controversy and 
w ithout any conviction as to the final m erits of 
the dispute, but anxious to learn in a s- tlst.ictory 
aud conclusive m anner 
w hether 
G reat 
B ritain 
sought under a claim of boundary to extend her 
possessions on this continent w ithout right, or 
w hether she m erely sought possession of territory 
fairly Included w ithin her lines of ownership, this 
S 
ivernment proposed to tlw governm ent of G reat 
ritaln 
n resort 
to arb itratio n 
as the 
proper 
nn-ans of settling the question, to the *nd th a t a 
vexatious boundary dispute betw een the tw o con­ 
te stan ts m ight be determ ined and our exact stan d ­ 
ing and relation in respect to the controversy 
m ight be made clear. 
It w ill be seen from the 
correspondence herew ith subm itted th a t this prop­ 
osition ha* iteen declined by the B ritish govern­ 
m ent, upon grounds which under the circum stances 
seem to me to he far from satisfactory. 
It ts 
deeply disappointing tb st such an appeal, actu­ 
ated by the most friendly ft clings tow ards Imili 
nations directly concerned, addressed to the sense 
of Justice nnd to the m agnanim ity of one of ttie 
great pow ers of the world, and touching Its re ­ 
latio n s to one com paratively weak nnd sm all, 
should have produced no b e tte r results. 
T h e C o u r s e t o H e P n r s n e d 


by this governm ent. In view of the present condi­ 
tion, does not appear to adm it of serious doui *s. 
H aving lalwinrd faithfully foe :cnny years to induce 
G reat B ritain to sulunit this dispute to Im partial 
arbitration, and having Vs>en now finally apprised 
of her refusal to do m , nothing rem ains but to ac- 
espt the situation, to recognize lt.s plain require­ 
m ents and deal with it accordingly 
G reat B rit­ 
ain’s present proposition has never thus far been 
regarded as adm issible, by Venezuela, though any 
adjustm ent of tlie boundary which th at country 
may deem for her advantage and may enter into 
of her own free w ill, eanyot, of course, lie object­ 
ed to b y the 1'nited States. 
Assuming, however, that tiie a ttitu d e of Venezue­ 
la will rem ain unehanged, the dispute has reached 
eueh a stage as to make It now incum bent upon 
the United S tates to take m easures to determ ine 
with sufficient certainty for its justification w hat 
Is tiie true divisional line betw een tlie Republic 
of Venezuela and B ritish G uiana. The inquiry to 
th at end should, of o o u rse , 
conducted carefully 
and Judicially, and due weight should be given to 
all available evidence, records nnd facts in sup­ 
port of tlie claim s of both parties. 
In order tha) 
such an exam ination should b* 
prosecuted in a thorough and satisfactory manner, 
I suggest th at the congress niaka an adequate ap­ 
propriation for the expenses of a commission to l>e 
appojutfrd by the executive who shall make the 
necessary Investigation and report upon the m at­ 
ter w ith the least possible delay. 
When such a 
rejiort is made and accepted. It will in my opin­ 
ion be the duty of the I uited S tates to resist by 
every mennv In its power, as w illful aggression 
upon Its rights and Interests, the srq'roprlation by 
G reat B ritain of any lands or the exercise of gov­ 
ernm ental Jurisdiction over any territory, w h:"h. 
afte r Invest igatlcn. we have determ ined of right 
belongs to Venezuela. 
In oinking these recommendations. I am fully 
alive to the responsibility iucur.ed and keenly 
realize all the consequences th at may follow. 
I 
am nevertheless firm iu my conviction th a t while 
It is a grievous thing to contemplate* tlie two 
great English-speaking peoples of the world, us 
tx>lng otherwise than friendly com petitors lu the 
onward march of civilisation r.ml strenuous and 
worthy rivals In all the a rts of peace, there Is no 
calam ity w hic* * w raai **Uon can Invite which 
equals th a t which follows a supine subm ission to 
wrong and Injustice, and the consequent loss of 
national self respect and honor beneath which Is 
shielded and defeuded a people's safety and great­ 
ness.

Accompanying the president’s mes­ 
sage 011 the AT*nczuelan affair an d on 
the Monroe doctrine is the entire cor­ 
respondence 
on these 
subjects. 
It 
starts with Secretary Olney's now cel­ 
ebrated note reopening 
the negotia­ 
tions w ith G reat Britain, looking to 
the arbitration of the boundary dis­ 
pute. 
It bears date of July 20, last, 
and is addressed to Mr. Bayard. 
The 
secretary begins by stating th a t the 
president 
has given much 
anxious 
thought to the subject and has not 
reached a conclusion w ithout a lively 
sense of its great im portance as well 
as of the serious possibility involved 
iu any action now to be taken. 
He 
then outlines the Monroe doctrine, nnd 
shows th a t it is m eant as a protection 
to the United S tates against the e n ­ 
croachment of European uations. 
I.ord Salisbury 
answ ers Secretary 
Olney in tw o notes, botli of tlie date 
of July 2t». 
The first is devoted en­ 
tirely to a reply to th a t portion of the 
note relating to th e Monroe doctrine, 
which, he says, lias never before been 
made the subject of a w ritten com­ 
m unication by the United S ta L s to 
another government, nlthomil 
bas 
largely influenced Amer'evory-ureign 
relations. 


L ord Salisbury says th at this doc­ 
trine has undergone a “notable de­ 
velopm ent” since Its enuuciatlon by 
President Monroe, which had original­ 
ly received the entire sym pathy of 
the English governm ent, nnd Euglattd 
now refuses to recognize it.

W ashington, Dec. 19.—T he message 
of P resident 
Cleveland 
to congress 
transm itting the correspondence be­ 
tween Secretary Oluey an d Lord Salis­ 
bury relative to the Venezuelan boun­ 
dary dispute created a real sensation 
iu AA’ashiugton. 
Although the n atu re of Secretary Ol- 
ney’s vigorous com m unication and of 
Lord Salisbury’s an sw er had been al­ 
ready accurately foretold in the As­ 
sociated P ress dispatches from W ash­ 
ington and Loudon, there was still a 
great popular craving to learn just 
how the president would deal with 
Lord Salisbury’s refusal to subm it the 
m atter to arbitration, and the mes­ 
sage was listened to w ith intense in­ 
terest In congress, and w as read with 
avidity on the streets. 
Nowhere w as 
there a voice lifted in disseut from 
the doctrine so firmly laid down by 
the president, but on 
the contrary, 
there w as an outburst of patriotic feel­ 
ing th a t m ust have been highly grati­ 
fying to the chief executive. 
In the 
dignified United States senate, a body 
that rarely exhibits emotion on any 
occasion, there w as witnessed the un­ 
paralleled spectacle of hand-clapping 
and applause, which w as the spon­ 
taneous expression of the approval of 
alm ost every senator, w ithout regard 
to party. 
On the streets the message 
was discussed and old veterans of the 
late w ar talked of w hat they were 
prepared again to undertake a t the 
call of their country. 
In the great hall 
of the pension building the employes 
gathered aud sang w ith gusto the 
"S tar 
Spangled 
B anner" and 
“My 
Country “f is of Thee.” 
At 
the 
AA'hite 
House 
messages 
poured in from every q u arter of the 
country, congratulating the president 
upon his message. 
D a v i e Is l*l«*n*<*«l. 
Senator Davis of Minnesota, a m em ­ 
ber of the com m ittee on foreign rela­ 
tions, said: "I think the president has 
risen to an opportunity such ns has 
not been presented to any president in 
m any years. 
In language of great 
dignity, power nnd accuracy in* 1ms 
stated the Monroe doctrine as under­ 
stood by tlu* American people for sev­ 
enty years.”

likely be m ade good by 20,000 of tin* 
hereditary enemies of England. 
i; has been generally supposed that 
Fenianism was dead in everything but 
(Iu* name. 
On the contrary, it is as 
hetive iu spirit as ever, but there bas 
been no opportunity to make w ar on 
tlu* “Sassenachs," so there lias been 
no talk. 
St. Paul has been the Fenian center 
since the early 70s. 
On Aug. 20. 1N71, 
then* met at a hotel called tlu* Union 
house, which stood on Fourth street, 
and which was kept by I*. o 'R cagan. 
now a resident of the city, a num ber 
of men whose nam es w ere fam ous in 
those days am ong Irishmen, who were 
in touch with the “ause.” 
It w as only 
u few years after the “invasion of 
C anada," and tlu* lenders in that cm 
terprise were still active Fenians and 
looking for an opportuniny to do w hat 
harm they could for their ancient foe. 
There w as a lot of them scattered 
throughout the Northwest. 
Down at 
H astings 
was "J a c k ” Duffy, whoso 
brother died 
a jMjlitieal 
prisoner in 
Kilniainhant jail. 
Duffy is now a rev­ 
enue officer at W alhalla. N. D. 
There 
w ere plenty of others, and the m eet­ 
ings in this city were all held nt the 
Union house. 
St. Paul had a half- 
dozen citizens who had been active in 
the cause, and many of them had 
prices put on their heads by tlu* Brit­ 
ish government.

A ntitoxin T r m t m m l for TMpit<h>-rin 
In the face of the distrust and op 
position with which the attempt to 
extend the use of antitoxin in the 
treatment of diphtheria lias been met 
in certain influential quarters It Is 
gratifying to read tbe summary of re­ 
sults, so far as obtained by the new 
treatment, from the pen of i)r. Welch, 
professor of pathology in the Johns 
Hopkins university.

Perhaps tin* best 
testimony to tin* efficacy of the new 
system is furnished by the experience 
of ltuginsky and others, who record 
the results obtained during an luvol 
untary pause in the serum treatment 
caused by failure in the supply of se­ 
rum. Thus Bag Insky states that be 
tween March, 1S5U, and March, 1 S1C», 
5*25 children were treated with anti­ 
toxin, with a fatality of 15.ll per cent. 
During the period when the supplv of 
serum was exhausted, li t’, children 
were treated without antitoxin, with a 
fatality of 4N.t per cent. Similarly. 
Ivorte noted a rise in fatality from 
38.2 per cent, when no serum was pro­ 
curable. and during an epidemic <>f 
diphtheria at Trieste the fatality rose 
from S.7 per cent to 5b per cent when 
the supply of serum failed. A Ger­ 
man medical journal lias instituted a 
collective 
investigation 
of nil the 
cases of diphtheria treated with sc­ 
rum. Such statistics ovvuld prove of 
inestimable value in assisting tin* 
formation of a correct official judg­ 
ment of the therapeutic value of anti­ 
toxin. In the meantime. Dr. Welch 
states that the study, so far. of the 
results of the treatment of oxer T.ooo 
cases of diphtheria by antitoxin deni 
onstmtes beyond all reasonable doubt, 
that anti-dipt heretic serum is a spe 
eltie curative agent for diphtheria, sur 
passing tht* eftitney of all other known 
methods of treatment for tin* disease, 
while the essential harmltssnt*ss of 
the serum has been demonstrated by 
over 100,000 injections.

“ New Y ork is a generation behind 
th e age in som e of its m ethods of 
dealing w ith offenders as com pared 
w ith B oston,’’ said a crim inal law ­ 
yer. 
“ For instance, they have a 
m ethod of dealing w ith potty offend­ 
ers over th ere w hich to m y m in d is 
th e only sensible and logical system . 
H ere if a m an is arrested for being 
d ru n k and disorderly or for potty 
a ssa u lt or th e ft be is sent to tho 
w o rkho use for an y w h e re from ten 
d a y s to six m onths, ns th e m agis­ 
tra te chooses. 
Ho then becomes a 
ch arge on th e county, and as it h a p ­ 
pens th a t in nine cases out of ten 
th e offender is a w o rk in g m an with 
a family’ his wife and children also 
have to be cared for a t tho com ity V 
expense. Besides this, the m ere sen 
tonoe is a degradation and a blow to 
bis m anhood from w hich it is h ard 
for h im to recover w hen released. 
**‘In Boston they have w h at is j 
called the probation system , arfd I 
th in k it is th e only city in th e coun­ 
try w h ere th is is practiced. T hey do 
not send a m a n to prison for a m in or 
offense—th a t is, if it. is his first. 
T he c h a ra c ter and c ircum stances of 
th e offender are investigated by ouo 
of th e officers of th e probation b u ­ 
reau, an d if th e ju d g e is satisfied 
th a t th e offender is likely to reform 
if allow ed tq go free he is tu rn ed 
over to th e probation officer and sen­ 
tence is suspended. Tho m a jo rity of 
cases are of persons charged w ith 
drunkenness, and tho ru le is g en e r­ 
ally applied to w orkingm en. H a b it­ 
ual d ru n k a rd s are sent to tho island, 
h u t a m an w ho falls from grace 
once gets a n o th e r chance. 
“ A fter th e offender is tu rn ed over 
to th e probation officer he is taken 
to th o bureau, w h ere he receives a 
reg ister num ber, an d th e c irc u m ­ 
stances of his arrest, w ith his pedi­ 
gree, are taken down. T hen he is a l­ 
lowed to go.

The Municipal league of Boston is nu 
organization which has for its object the 
better government of thecity. President 
Samuel B. t ’apeu at a meeting of the 
league delivered au address outlining 
its work for the coming year. After ex­ 
plaining the reforms advocated by the 
league Mr. Capeu concluded ns follows: 
Upon the moral side of all puolic 
questions this league will ever be found. 
We are eager for the time to come when 
we can embody our principles in a list 
of candidates for the suffrage of our 
citizens. We know that it is when great 
principles are seen in men whom the 
people trust that the people are stirred 
through aud through, enthusiasm 
is 
aroused and evil is destroyed as by a 
breath from the Almighty. 
We want 
more pure, honest, God fearing men in 
public places. The religious citizenship 
of the city, Protestant, Catholic, He­ 
brew, must combine its ballots and 
strike down every evil. Those whom we 
represent hold more than the balauce of 
power; they hold the majority of the 
ballots of the city, and we hope to use 
them at nu early day as never before for 
righteousness and truth and God. 
The splendid words spoken by Arch­ 
bishop Ireland iu the Boston theater last 
April need to be ever before us: 
“ Let the country always elect as its 
guardians its best and worthiest sons; 
let voters seek them out and give them 
honor. 
Never should voters choose in­ 
capable men ; less yet, dishonest and im­ 
moral men. 
The party placing on its 
Meket dishonored names should be over­ 
thrown in inglorious defeat and learn 
the stern lesson that insult is never of- 
feiffPCvith impunity to the sacredness 
a:i#Drrriky of the republic.” 
'T ’ntil that time comes we mean to in­ 
spire all as God gives us strength and 
opportunity to attend to their public 
duties. 
It means work, constant and 
unremitting, from our citizens. 
We 
cannot do our whole duty to the state 
by spending five minutes twice a year 
in marking a list of names in a polling 
booth. There is preliminary work of ed­ 
ucation to t>e done for ourselves and 
others. 
There are great problems to be 
solved; there are great civic ideals to 
work out. 
And in this great work of tho educa­ 
tion of our citizens we must depend very 
largely upon the press. 
Most gratefully 
would we recognize the immense help 
we have already received from the daily 
and weekly paperH. They have not only 
given large space in their news columns, 
hut almost every paper has commended 
our efforts iu its editorial columns. 
We are confident that we can depend 
upon the press still to help us in our ef­ 
forts. 
We want all to know’ the city’s 
needs aud to note the abuses. 
“ Igno­ 
rance is the mother of indifference.” 
Eternal vigilance is not only the price 
of liberty, but of pure politics and clean 
officials. 
We believe our press, as a 
whole, will still aid us in our efforts to 
arouse a civio pride which seems to be 
dormant in so many of our citiJens. 
May we not appeal for moral support 
to that large class In our city who, fol­ 
lowing the common accepted title, are 
denominated the laboring classes? 
We 
have talked with many of their repre­ 
sentative men on three or four occasions 
and have been met with a sympathetic 
interest. We are striving most earnestly 
for better government, in which they, 
with us, are interested. 
They have spoken to us most earnest 
words against the election of weak and 
indifferent men. 
We are striving for 
proportional 
representation, 
through 
which they can have full representation, 
aud when things for which they contend 
will have, respectful hearing in a posi­ 
tion of influence. 
The problems of the 
next century are to be more and more 
the problems of human brotherhood. 
We have not a common ancestry or a 
common religion, but are of many na­ 
tions and many religions. 
We want to 
fuse all interests together under the 
mighty inspiration and purpose to have 
a city in which there shall he no sIuiuh 
to contaminate and destroy, but where 
schools and public institutions of every 
uarno shall be the best in all the world. 
Has not the time fully come when, 
unless all our interests are to bo imper­ 
iled, many must 
subordinate their 
business aud their pleasures for the pub­ 
lic weal? And out of it will cornea pur­ 
er and a better city and a nobler and 
higher standard of life. 
As a league wo recognize no sectarian 
creed in the public business, but we 
stand together for public righteousness 
and truth and upon the common plat­ 
form of American citizenship. 
For the 
third time this league makes this decla­ 
ration of its principles and entors upon 
another year of effort. 
The lamented Bishop Brooks left the 
world this sentiment, “ No man has 
come to true greatness who has not felt 
iu some degree that his life belongs to 
his race.” May we not add that no man 
has come to true citizenship who has 
not felt in some degree that his life be­ 
longs to the state?

T h e City and t h e C o u n try . 
R ecently published vita l statistics of 
a ll the N ew E ngland states for 1892 
show that alm ost exactly as m any peo­ 
ple live in cities of 10,000 or more popu­ 
lation iu this section as in the villages 
and rural districts, the urban popula­ 
tions being 2,441,410 aud 
the rural 
2,444,987. 
T aking the vital statistics 
for these tw o groups, it is found that 
the city population has a m arriage rate 
of 20. G against 16.4 for the country; a 
birth rate of 29. G against 20 for the coun­ 
try, though the real difference is not as 
great, there being a deficiency in the 
birth registration in M aine and New 
H am pshire, w h ile the cities have an av­ 
erage death rate of 21 against 18.7 for 
the country.— Springfield R epublican.
